From our own Correspondent. 
‘ Panis, 27th February, 1864. 
Srn,—If you were told that universal peace, 
the dream of the abbot of St. Peters, was be- 
come a reality, believe it;. if it-is announced 
to you that a general war is about to break 
out in Europe, believe it. After what I have 
just seen I declaré that every thing is possi- 
ble and wy word henceforward will be Nihil 
Mirari. 

Let us, by way of note remenber the State 
ot Europe. on the 17th current: the Danes, 
after having abandoned the Danewerke, re- 
tired behind the: fortifications of Dappel and 
the Isles of Alsen. Christian issued. u procla- 
mation in which he said that Denmark could 
not treat with Germany whilst this latter, 
had a foot in Schleswig. The blockade of the 
German ports and the embargo put onthe 
teutonic vessels, was notified to the Germar 
confederation, whilst Austrian und Prussian 
men-of-war quitted the Mediteranean and 
Adriatic, for the Baltic, to protect their mer- 
cantile mariue against the Danish cruisers. 
‘The internal: state of Germany, was scarcely 
amore reassuring. Prussia desired to take the 
lead and Austria wistrasted Prussia, and the 
secondary states began violently to protest 
against the (Austro-Prussian): policy. -Wur- 
temberg in arms, Saxony in arms, Bavaria in 
arms, and this time, we may well say, for the 
King of Prussia. 

However, one fine morning, we learn that 
the Austro-Prussians have crossed the frontier 
of Jutland, and that in a day's march, they will 
Ue in the heart of the Danish monareby; there 
were no meansof getting outand England un- 
der the penalty of being laughed at, must 
come to the help ofits ally. .Mr. Disraeli and 
Lord Derby overwhelined the Palmerston 
cabinet with. the question. 4 

Lord Patmerston, did not answer as he was 

il of the gout: things were at as bud a pass 
xs possible, but people shoutd never despair 
for when least expected, it became known that 
England supported by France and Ituly, Lad 
proposed to Germany that a meeting of ail the 
powers which signed the treaty of 1852 
should meet in London and settle the Dano- 
German question’ once for all. The Austro- 
Prussians, who a week before, had haughtly 
declined a similar proposal, thought better of 
the matter, ave willing to treat on the single 
condition that the exchange of notes shall 
not put an end to the exchange of shots in 
Denmark. France so little disposed to take 
part in a conference restricted. to the question 
‘of the Duchies, has also made concessions and 
thecertainty is now acquired that Sweden will 
not come to its assistance, which has decided 
Denmark not to persistin its first project, which 
was to conquer or die. In short, all parties, are 
about to become friends if we may judge by 
appearances. ‘ 

For my part, atter looking at things from 
every pointof view, I ‘do not see that the 
prospect is so very favourable. Denmark 
wishes to keep Schleswig: and Holstein ;: the 
secondary German states are are bent on dis- 
mombering. the Danish Monarchy. Prussia 
wants to annex the Danish ports, Austria co- 
vets no conquest -in tho north; England is 
averse to Prussia becoming a maritime po- 
wer; France too, is not without a pet project 
Gfherown. Now, can we ope that all these 


most that can be expected, is a provisional 
arrangement, a piece of patch-work, which 
will fall to pieces when the thaw comes, that 
is in spring. I leave this tangled skein to bu 
untavelled by more far sighted - persons: than 
myself, and turn to the incidents of the in- 
ternal policy of the different European States. 

In England, besides the parliamentary: de- 
Dates, which are very sharp and interesting, 
thereis much talk ofthe moreand moreprobable 
abdication of the Quoen, whose health, not- 
withstanding the constitutional fiction, “She 
“reigns and does not govern,” is too much 
compromised to allow her to retain the crown. 
Tt ix not a want of respect towards her Bri- 
tannic Majesty to repeat what hundreds say 
that the Geath of Prince Albert has so unhinged 
her mind, that. by an aberration. common to 
many. women, she confounds religious exercise 
with the marvellous revelations of spiritualism 
and imagines that-her roval consort appears to 
cher every night, and. tells her what line of 
conduct she ought’ to follow. Itis not as- 
tonishing that the English people seeing the 
throne occupied. in this manner, and baving 
for first minister a man like Lord Palmerston 
at the extreme limits of age, should lovk with 
a tavorablo eye on. the Prince of ‘Wales, 
and desire that he should ocenpy by anticipa- 
tion the place which must some day be his. 
Te is certain that in the German-Dano 
question, Earl Russell and’ Lord Palmerston 
lave been greatly embarrassed by thie Queen’s 
repuguance to take part against Germany, and 
the tergiversutions of the English Cabinet 
moust be in -part attributed to tha desire of 
Ministers not to displease the Queen. . Thus 
the tory opposition, well aware of the’ weak 
place in the enirasse of the cabinet, has dealt 
it: a furious thrust ; and on a motion moved 
by. Roebuck, and which. implied want of. 
confidence, there was a momettary sexpect- 
ation that the Tories would getinto office. Mr. 
Gladstone’s address, and Mr. Disraeli’s 
courtesy alone prevented the catastroplie, The 
acceptation of the conference by: the powers 
for the solution of the Dano-Cierman question 
has strengthened the Palmerston Cabinet. 

‘There have veen some Catholic disturbances 
in Ireland, arising out of the different treut- 
ment of the inmates of workhuuses, according 
ds they are catholies or protestants. 

-On the occasion of the recent banging of five 
imen-at Newgate, the question of the punish- 
unent.of death -has been raised in the Parlia- 
ment, and one member eloquently protested 
against giving such an ignoble spectacle to 
the brutal curiosity of the crowd. He main- 
tained the inefficacy of capital punishment, 


they wete apprehended, the-day for the at- 
tempt was already fixed in their own minds, 
for they had charged their Orsini. bombs, us 
well as their fire arms. Public opinion, will, 
not fail to decide that the police ‘showed es- 
cessive laxity 11 not arresting at once indi- 
viduals, whcse criminal intentions admitted 
of no doubt. To say nothing of the danger. 
there might be in thus temporising, accused 
would certainly have gained, by not having so 
far matured the preparations for their crime. 
The state of public feeling in France, is now 
quiet, and the four Itslians, who perhaps are 
only wild enthusiasts, will undoubtedly profit 
thereby. 

The “Independence Belyc,” states that the 
first Grand Dianer. given by the Emperor, 
included nearly all the members of the legis- 
lative body. A certain. number of the oppo- 
sition deputies were invited, and among them, 
were Mrs. Pelleton, Ollivier,, Henon, Gue- 
roult, Havin and Buffet, M. Pelletan, declined 
attending on account of his retired habits, M. 
Ollivier, §n a very courteous letter; begged. to 
ba excused on account of a recent death in 
his family, Mr. Henon deelined without al- 
leging any reason, M. M. Baffet and Gueroult 
alone accepted the invitation; we have no 
other political news. 

At Rome, the reactionary spirit, seems bo 
be again in the ascendant in the Councils of 
the Pope. How shonld it be otherwise. A 
few particulars respecting the composition of 
these Councils, show that their members can 
be neither young nor. friends of progress. 
There ate at present, Hine cardinal’s hats. va- 
cant; the present has created:45 cardinals and 
has buriod 65, four cardinals aré above eighty, 
twelve above seventy, and 29 above 60. The 
oldest of the cardinals, is ninety, his name 
is Antoni» Varti, add to these twelve patri- 
archs, 151 archbishops, 1686 bishops and 
228 bishops ix partibus. Without counting 
the general of the jesuits,, and the army of 
long robes aud short. robes placed under his 
orders. Such a parliament evidently, cannot 
show itself very revolutionary, 

Letters from United States, bring us news 
from the two armies. That of the South, 
notwithstanding the superhuman. efforts of 
Davis and the Slaveholding chicfs, becomes 
every day more discouraged, whilst the army 
of the North ia gaining strength and vigo- 
rously preparing for the spring compaign. 
Deserters from. the'Sonth, as I learn from an 
officer in the army of the Potomac, arrive in 
great numbers at our outports, and what is 
more serious for the confederate cause, inha- 
bitants who. were not long since seces- 
siovists, are taking the oath to Lin- 
coln’s government in. order to: save their 
estates.. As to military events, they. camnot 
he very important, os the roadgare impussible. 
We must lLowever notice the recognaissance 
made under the orders of general Ledwick, 
who commands onthe Potomacduring Meade’s 
absence on leave. ‘The federal troops, after 
passing the Rapidan in several places came 
up with enemy in force and strongly posted. 
This was all” Lebwick wanted to know, snd 
be accordingly drew. back his army to their 
winter quarters, after exchanging a few can- 
non shots. 

General Butler, on his. side has not been 
inactive; he lleft Fort. Montoe with ‘ small 
fores which bravely advanced on Richmond, 
but the confederates soon recovered the alarm 
caused by this bold attack. They soon found 
that instead of having to deal with an army, 
they had only to encounter a corps, composed 
of two brigades and a dozen guns, come to 
assail.the capital of the. confederation. ‘Lhe 
federals, finding themselves too soon discover- 
ed in “their design of delivering the prisoners 
at Richmond, beat a retreat. to avoid being 
overwhelmed by numbers. 

The. Siege’ of Charleston goes. on slowly, 
Gilmore continues throwing shells into the 
town just to keep his hand in, but there is 


no siga of any early result. As to operations |. 


in Tenessee, the movement of the. confede- 
rates, if they do. move, are unknown. It is 
probable that-nothing of importance will take 
place in this’ patt of the American territory 
until: the pun- ‘shall have dried up the roads. 
The approaching’ presidential election is now 
the grand subject of preoccupation throughout 
the ‘Republic, The probabilities seam to be 
in 1avour of Lincoln’s ré-election. ‘The demo-- 
crats and advanced republicans, that is to say 
the partisans of general Fremont, do-all the 
can to promote their canse, and MacClellan’s 
admirers, are using every effort to assure the 
success of their Candidate. As to Fremont, 
he has already issued his profession ‘of faith: 
The abolitions of Slavery, and the maintenance 
of the Monroe doctrine at all hazards and 
against every body. Lincola, is less tadical, 
less exclusive, but his policy, is in the same 
track, In Lixcoln or Fremont humenity hes 
nothing to losd with either.

The Steam Rams in the Mersey. 

_ The Earl of De RBY again referred to the ques- 
tion he had asked Earl Russell on two ocoasions 
before, whether her Majeaty’s Government would 
give to Parliament copies off the correspondence 
that badtaken place with reference of the deten- 
tion of the ramsin the Mersey. He complained 
that the very papers whose production had 
here been objected to, on the ground thst thay 
‘would affect injuriously a case still pending, had 
not only been produced in another place, but 
their prodaction was treatd as a matter of course— 
a remark to that offect heing made by the Solicitor 
General,. It was, another instance of the want of 
ananimity among the members of the Government, 
that the papers regardiag the Saxon, refused in 
the other House for similar reasons, had been 
producedhere. It wra not, howover, to exemplify 
that want of agreement he quoted: these oases. 

"We have hitherto been used to lay so much 
stress upon tha statement - of @ Minister of the 
Crown, made in his place in Parliament, and upon 
hie own: responsibility, that the production. of 
papers asked for would be itjarions to the public 
tecviee—that when such an auswer has been given 
it has usually pat an end to any discussion on 
the subject (hear, boar). "It is important that this 
honourable confidence between Parliament and 


the Government should continue to exist, But 
when tbig answer is given so caprisiously—when 
papers are given in one House, refused in the 
other—it is impossible that the declaration can 
hare wach weight av it ought to have. sad as up 
to this time it has had" (bear, hear). He therefore 
thought gome explanation was neccssary. 

Earl RUSSELL anid the noble earl's statement 
would have been striking, had he stated the facts 
correctly. He had not said the production of the 
papers would have beea dangerous to the public 
service, but that the Attorney-General wad of opi- 
nion they would lead to a dieoussion in the Com- 
mons upon partial information, and would there- 
fore be injurious to acase of the Crown in a court 
of law," On reconsidering the mutter be told me he 
had come to the opinion that papers could be pro- 
duced not entirely without mischief but without all 
the mischief which he apprehended.
